“Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to 
stand against. the wiles of the 
devil; For we wrestle not a- 
gainst flesh and blood, but a- 
gainst principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high 
places. Wherefore take unto 
you the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to with- 
stand in the evil day, and hav- 
ing done all, to stand. Stand 
therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and hav- 


“ing on the breastplate of right- 


eousness; And your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace; Above all, taking 
the shield of faith, wherewith 
ye shall be able to quench all 
the fiery darts of the wicked. 
And take the helmet of salva- 
tion, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God.” Eph. 
6:11-17. 


When a person is regonerated, 
sunctified and illuminated there 
are five senses in your spirit 
the same as in your body. The 
spirit can see, hear, touch, -taste 
ond smell far more keenly than 
the body can.. There are spirit 
helts and a spirit armour, spirit 
girdles, spirit shoes, spirit 
lbreastplates, spirit shields and 
spirit swords: This is the pan- 
cply. Panoply is a Greek word 
end means all of God’s armour. 
Put on the: whole armour of 
God? Why is it called the armour 
of God? Because it is the ar- 
mour Jesus Christ wore. 


Jesus had no great spiritual 
battles until He received the 
Holy Ghost. He may have had 
trials and temptations when He 
was at home with His mother 
but He fought no great battles 
had no- great conflict with}, 
the devil until He was anointed 
with the Holy Ghost. He was 
ihen thrust into the wilderness 
where He had to fight the battie 
with the devil. This is where 
His warfare really began and 
God put on Jesus the armour 
described in the Scripture. 
sus was clothed in this armor 
and fought in it till He drew 
His last breath. 


. There are five Scriptures that 
prophesy that when Elijah went 
io heaven he went in a spirit 
chariot, it was not made of 
wood but of fire. Elisha saw 
him go up and when Elijah was 
ascending he dropped his man- 
tle and Elisha ran and caught it. 
When Jesus ascended He drop- 
ped His armor that He had been 
fighting in. Paul says we are 
to pick up the identical same 
armor that Jesus laid down and 
‘ight the same battles and the 
same enemies and fight the 
same way and in the same spirit 
and fight till we die like He did. 
Never think the victory is won 
until we lay down. our armor. 
This is the armor Jesus wore, 
and all who receive the Holy 
Ghost put on this armor. The 
first is the belt or the girdle, 
“being girt about with, truth.” 
The girdle was a strong leather 
belt which the Roman soldiers 
put around the small of their 
backs as the orientals wore long 
garments. The belt around their 
loins was to brace their back 
and to prevent their garments 
from trailing on the ground 
and what the belt was to a sol- 
dier the truth is to our soul. 
Truth is a girdle that braces, 
makes us strong and_ gives 
backbone. A man who is weak 
in the back cannot walk very 
far. 

The knowledge of God’s 
Word braces the mind. Paul 
said to gird the loins of your 
mind, that accords exactly with}, 
Seripture. Our spirits need gird- 
ing and people who do not have 
tle truth are weak in the back|” 
and will wabble. There is  per- 
fect unity in'God’s truth and 
one part of the Bible never de- 
nies another. Christians must 
be girded with truth, church 
membership will not do, theolo- 
we 
want the Scripture and what 
@od’s Word stands for, Truth

is the only thing in the universe 
that will gird the Christian sol- 
dier. 


The next is the breastplate 
which is made of iron, brass or 
copper, if it were a king’s it was 
made of gold. The breastplate 
came up to the throat and back 
to the armpits, covered the 
breast and part of the body so 
that when a sword or spear 
would strike a person it would 
strike something that it couldn’t 
penetrate. We need something 
very firm, iron, steel or brass to 
protect the tender part of our 
body. That is exactkhy so in your 
soul, righteousness is not cot- 
ton, is not made of velvet. The 
conscience, the affections, the 
sympathies and the emotions 
are all tender, but if the people 
are going to be governed by 
their affections, their sympa- 
thies, their feelings and 
their sensibilities, they will 
go down in the first battle. God 
says to put on righteousness so 
that these tender things in us 
will be protected by firmness 
and righteousness. 


The next piece of armor is 
{he shoe, put on the shoe of 
peace, the meaning of this is, 
that in our warfare we are to 
stand on the ground of peace, 
we are to fight demons but not 
to go on their ground, fight the 
battle of faith, but not go on the 
devil’s ground, if we fight on his 


ground we are in danger. Our 
shoes are to stand on the 


ground of peace, the Bible says 
the God of peace shall do what? 
Bruise Satan. 


Sanctification is not fighting, 
that is where you get ready to 
fight. But after you are sancti- 
fied, the God of peace shall 
truise Satan’s head. Praise 
God. Bruising the devil is war, 
hut peace is holiness. We are 
to have peace under our feet 
when we are fighting. Sinners 

will try to draw the saints of 
God on their territory. Don’t al- 
‘ow anything to draw you from 
God’s peace. Some Christians 
do not want to be outdone in an 
argument, but it is better to be 
outdone than to lose your 
pearce. It is better to seem to be 
a fool than to lose your peace. 
Whatever our conflict is» we 
are to stand-on God's ‘side. 


The next piece of armour is 
the shield of faith. The shield 


Was like a half egg shell, elong- 


uted, made with a belt to go a- 
round the left arm and by rais- 
ing the arm it protecteq the 
ead, and lowering the arm it 
protected the legs. It was made 
of iron, brass or stea’ and when 
the fire tipped arrows came 
from the enemy they would fall 
on the shield and drop to the 
ground. The ancient Greeks and 
l:omans had no - powder, they 
shot arrows. They would put 
tow on the end of a long arrow, 
(*p it in oil or grease and set it 
on fire and then shoot these 
burning arrows. A whole army 
would shoot a hundred _ thou- 
sind flaming fire brands and 
would set fire to a whole fleet of 
ships lying in the harbor or de- 
stroy houses or fields of grain. 
The devil has fire darts, he and 
his cohort are shooting contin- 
ually. We cannot protect our- 
svives but by the shield of faith 
end the Holy Spirit. If we try 
to stand without the shiek of 
inith, these firebrands will strike 
uur garments and set us on 
fire, but if we use the shield of 
faith the fire brands as they 
strike the shield will drop to 
ihe ground harmless. Put on 
the shield of faith whereby you 
vill be able to quench, that is 
to extinguish the fiery darts of 
the adversary. There are temp- 
tutions that are just like fiery 
carts shot in a moment, that 
sets the mind, the feelings and 


emotions on fire and unless we! 


ave a firm faith in Jesus and 
ihe cleansing blood, down we 
Zo.

The next piece of armor is | 
the helmet, that is a hood for| 
the head, it is to come down in| 
front and behind and cover the| 
ears. -Then when the sword 
comes down on the head it will | 
be diverted right or left. The) 
helmet protects thé mind) 
and the understanding. Chris-| 
tians must keep their knowledge | : 
and understanding. The Holy’ 
Ghost is God’s hood upon our 
head to protect us from these 
awful attacks upon the mind, 
heresies, lies, deceptions, frauds, 
evil imaginations, evil thinking 
and evil plans. 

The five pieces in this armoul 
are for protection, there is only | 
one piece to fight with. When | { 
thou hast put on the whole ar- 
mour, take the sword of the 
Spirit which is the Word of God. 
This is-the only weapon in the 


universe that we fight with. it 
is God’s Word. 
People who argue with the 


devil and with Christian Scien- 
tists, annihilationists and soul 
sleepers never gain anything 
that way. Oh! that all God’s 
saints only knew God’s plan 
that is to give these arguers 
Scripture and let the Scripture 
ake care of itself. Jesus when 
attacked by the devil in the 
wilderness never argued with 
him, when asked, “Why don’t 
,ou make these stones bread? 
{lis answer was, “Man shall not 
live by bread alone.” It is 
markable that when Jesus made 
: quotation from the writings 
He always quoted 
from the book of Deuteronomy.

Why We Should Pay Tithes

There are several reasons Why 
we should pay tithes, 

Virst. It is God's plan for 
iaking care of His ministers 
and supporting the work of the 
gospel in. general. God wants 
llis business to be a self sup- 
porling business and not behold- 
ing to any other business or 
firm or order of gathering sup- 
port. For that reason God gave 
to Abraham and Jacob the law 
of love to pay tithes four hun- 
dred years before He gave the 
law of commandments to Moses. 
And in giving the law to Moses 
Ife fixed a clause in there that 
compelled the children of Israel 
to pay tithes. 


Second. There are both 
spiritual and financial blessings 
in paying tithes. We do not 
mean to dwell too long on the 
temporal side of it, although it 
is our privilege to have all our 


blessings both temporal ,and 
spiritual because God has ‘prom- 


ised us both spiritual and 
temporal blessings if we will pay 
our tithes. (Mal. 3:8-12.) 

But we hear some one say 
that was all under the law and 
the law stopped at John. Weil I 
do not know whether we coul4 
consider that under the law or 
not. [remember that the prophet 
Malachi was prophesying of 
the coming of Jesus just before 
he began to talk about the tithes 
and says, “Will a man rob 
God?” He then) goes on and 
talks about tithes and olterings 
awhile and finishes up his writ- 
ings on the coming of Jesus. 
Now notice the first of his mes- 
sage was on Jesus, then the 
tithes is the middle of the mes- 
sage and the end of his mes- 
sage is on Jesus. Now to make 
it plain, it appears that the 
prophet was offering us a nice 
sandwich and the meat in the 
sandwich was paying tithes. So 
I don’t think that we could hard- 
ly contend that Malachi’s proph- 
ecy was under the law. While 
at the same time he was liv- 
ing’ under the law, but he was 
pointing on down to the gospel 
age when Jesus should come 
and set up His church. 

Third. It shows our love for 
God and His cause. It proves 
to the world that we love God 
and we want to see His Word 
prosper. ‘It shows we are not 
the tight- bark kind, it shows 
thai, we are not of a selfish dis- 
position but that we want to 
send the gospel to those who 
are in need. It shows that we 
are willing to help bear the in- 
firmities of others, 

Fourth. There are so many 
churches that, have no pastors; 
because they are not able to 
take care of a pastor and for 
that reason the church soon 
goes to waste. Wherein if all 
of our people would pay tithes 


we could place a pastor over 
all of the churches. I know of 


several churches that are com- 
posed of mostly women, only 
one or two men in them, and 
these dear sisters can’t have a 
pastor because their husbands 





won't let them pay tithes. Now 


beloved, these dear sisters have’, 


Ae ee oe 


just as much right to a pastor 
as anybody does but can’t have 
one because of not being able 
to support him and his family 
and some of our people will not 
pay tithes. It seems that they 
do not have the love for others 
that they should have. 

Fifth. Paul says for the o- 
verseers to feed the Church of 
,God and he can't do it when he 
has to turn his attention to 
working for his family. He cant 
read, he can’t prepare himseit 
for the ministry, he is always 
tired and can’t go and preach 
and if he could he does not 
know very much about the Bi- 
ble and can’t preach very good, 
consequently the church:is not 
getting the spiritual food that 
it needs and it does not pros- 
per like it should and the whole 
thing is on the drag, all be- 
cause some of won’t pay 
tithes. 

Now I wonder how many of 
us are willing to turn a new 
leaf and start right. here to 
paying our tithes. Alright, 
hands up, all that mean to pay 
tithes. Look out! God sees you 
now. Be honest. 

Then some one says, I would 
pay tithes if I could only know 
where it goes to but I don't 
want to just make some one

“And Nadab and Abihu_ died 
before the Lord, when they offer- 
ed strange fire before the Lord, 
in the wildeness of Sinai, and 
they had no _ children: and 
Kleazar and Ithamar ministered 
in the priest’s office in the sight 
of Aaron their father. And the 
Lord, spake unto Moses, saying, 
Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron the 
priest, that they may minister 
unto him.” Num, 3:4-7. 


Paul learned, ‘That thev 
which wait at the altar are 
partakers with the altar, Even 


so hath the Lord ordained that 
they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel.” 1 Cor, 
9:13, 14. 

In Aaron’s priesthood, we note 
that this was not a choice of 
the Levites but, the Lord spoke 
unto Moses and told. him to 
bring the tribe of Levi near and 
present them before Aaron the 
priest. He did not let them make 
their choice but told Moses. to 
give them to Aaron for service, 
so we find that they were minis- 
ters of religion, and a_ repre- 
sentative of the national faith. 

God ordained that the people 
should give the tenth of all thei: 
crops and cattle, yes, every- 
thing whereby they increased 
their living a tenth was to be 
given for the support of Aaron 
and the Levites. As long as the 
people paid tithes the Lord blest 
them, but after awhile we find 
that they did not pay and_ they 
were ctrsed with a curse. Dea 
people, hear me now, bring all 
the tithes into the church. 

I have not written these things 
that it should be done unto me, 
for it were better for me to die 
than any man should make, my 
glorying void. For though 1 
preach the gospel I have noth- 
ing to glory of, for it is neces- 
sary for me to preach: Woe _ is 
me, if I preach not. It would 
have been woe to those Levites 
if they had not ministered and 
it would have been woe to the 
people if they had not brought 
their tithes to the Levites to live 
on while they ministered. 


Paul, referring to Matt, 10:10, 
said, “Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach 
the gospel should live of the gos- 
pel.” Jesus commanded His dis- 
ciples to go, they did not ask to 
go but, Jesus called them and 
sent, them forth, saying,
